Editor Ihe Star; Having previously 


noted your fairness in presenting both 
sides of any controversial question, I 
am asking a small amount of space in 
your paper to present the opinion of 
some of the property owners of the 
county, not only in the north end of 
the county, but in all other parts of 
the county as well, on the current is- 
sue of the courthouse removal from 
Washington to Hope. 


On December 1st the Star printed a 


speech of R. P. Bowen, new secretary 
of the Hope Chamber of Commerce, in 
regard to the proposed removal. 


Mr. Bowen, a citizen of Hempstead 


county of less than 30 days who has 
never paid a cent of taxes in Hemp- 
stead county, declared it would better 
servo the interest of the people of the 
county as a whole to move the court- 
house to Hope. Mr. Bowen is asking 
you, Mr. Taxpayer, to sigii a petition 
to put a new tax on your property—a 
tax that will be collected for more 
years than most of us will live. He is 
asking you to do this at a time when 
more than 1,700 people are oil the de- 
linquent tax list, and 1,645 tns'pts of 
land are on the delinquent tax" list. 


Can you in fairness to your-fellow 


man say it would serve the best in- 
terest of these unfortunate people who I 
could not pay the present taxes to ' 
put more taxes on them, for a new 
courthouse when we have a good 
courthouse in the center of the county, 
and it is paid for? 


The way I see this, a new courthouse 


will require a bond issue and new 
taxes that I do not think the property 
owners can afford at this lime.

Zero, tempera- 
tures prevailed from the Kansas-Ne- 
braska boundary and most of Iowa 
northward, with 14 below zero at Wil- 
liston, N. D. Snow end icy tempera- 
tures held many northern and central 
sections. Five persons have died in 
the South from freezing, or other 
causes attributed to the cold. 


The forecast called for colder weath- 


er Wednesday night, Thursday night 
over most of the South. Rain or snow' 
was predicted for the Carolines. Ten- 
nessee, North Georgia and possibly 
Virginia, North Mississippi and Ala- 
bama. 


The worst December storm in 19 


years brought nearly a foot of snow to 
Buffalo. A 47-mile-per-hour gale piled 
up high drifts and crippled traffic. 


Pressure of melting snow, following 


a fall of nearly 30 inches, caused a 
break in the Paw Paw, Mich., hydro-

Influences 
of various kinds affect the nervous 
system, such as material coming to the j 
nervous tissues by way of the blood, 
activities of secretions of various 
glands, and digestion and absorption 
of food.

ra^de not only of the blood and of oth- 
ft secretion* but usually of the spma' 
fluid ws vrell. 


Pupils of the eyes are examined 


the senses of smell and taste are 
studied, nature of the speech is inves- 
tigated and tests are made of move- 
ment of individual muscles. 


The physician will make a complete 


study of the diet since certain dietary 
deficiencies are promptly revealed by 
disturbances in the nervous system. 


Some portions of the nervous sys- 


tem act voluntarily and others invol- 
untarily. In order to determine the 
extent to which the various actions 
ait- di.sturbcd the doctor makes a .study 
ol the reflexes, one <j( the-.-*, for ex- 
ample, being the knee jerk 


When the doctor taps the front of 


the patient's knee, there is an invol- 
untary kick if the nervous mechanism 
is in a satisfactory condition, if there 
have been disturbances of that me- 
chanism, the kick may not occur. 


Spinal fluid may indicate the pres- 


ence of infection or inflammation by 
an increase in the number of cells, by 
a change in the amount of protein, by 
the presence of blood, by a change in 
the amount of sugar, and in various 
other ways. 


In inflammation of the brain, in- 


fantile paralysis and meningitis due 
to the germ of tuberculosis, there may 
be changes in the spinal fluid which 
are quite similar. When syphilis in- 
vades the nervous system, it produces 
disastrous changes which may be re-

500 inhabitants is the only one in Iowa 
without a church

only town in the United States with- 
out a church building, congregation, 
church services or a minister.

Rose Gardens 
> 


A number of Hempstead county rose 


gardens are being replenished this fall 
with new plans. 


If Die plants are received before 


their location has been selected or be- 
fore the soil is prepared, it is best to 
dig a trench and bury the plant root, 
tops and all, according to P. T. Ecton, 
extension horticulturist, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. This 
will keep the wood and buds plump 
and moist unitil the ground is suitable 
in the spring. 


Directions tor planting are given by 


Mr. Eclon. If the planting is to be 
done now, a spot which has sun a( 
least half a day and more if possible 
should be selected. Roses will now do 
well in a wet location or near a build- 
ing, the horticulturist cautions. Dig 
the hole and vase the top soil to place 
in the bottom of the hole where the 
richest dirt is needed by the roots. If 
the spot is poorly darined, then some 
ashes or gravel may be placed in the 
bottom of the hole. Rose roots should 
have 18 inches of growing room below 
the surface both down and sideways. 


Sak the plant in a bucket of water 


and then prune the roots by cutting 
the long roots back and tipping the 
short ones. They must not be crowded 
in the hole. Work the fine soil be- 
tween the roots and pack tightly. When 
the hole is about three-quarters full, 
tramp heavily and pour in plenty of 
water. Then add soil to slightly above 
the normal level, but do not pack. The 
bud or union, should be just below the 
surface. This is necessary because the 
more severe the pruning the greater 
the stimulation, Mr. Ecton points out. 


Home Sewing 


Woth most of the gardening and 


canning work over until the spring 
season, home demonstration club wo- 
men in Hempstead county and turning 
their attention to sewing. Home sew- 
ing is easier and better when good 
equipment is available. 


A ten cent tracing wheel which can 


be purchased at any notion counter, 
and a chalk tracing board, and out- 
lines of darts, seams, and other pat- 
tern indications are made with the 
tracing wheel. The pattern is remov- 
ed and the garment turned over on the 
board so that the chalk lines already 
marked to the other side can be traced 
To transfer fittings from one half of 
the garment to the other, the same 
procedure is followed. The garment is 
folded and the fitting done on one side 
and traced on the other side. 


Directions for making the tracing 


board arc given by Miss Sue Marshall 
extension specialist in clothing and 
household arts. A piece of beaver 


board or heavy cardboard about 28 
inches long and 20 inches wide, two 
pieces of blue carpenter's chalk, a flat 
paint brush, and two thicknesses of 
mosquito netting are needed. 


The chalk is crushed to a powder 


and mixed with cold water to make a 
thick paste. Two or three coats of 
paste are applied to the board, letting 
each one dry before applying the next. 
The cardboard must be weighted down 
while drying to prevent warping. 


When the board has dried after the 


last coat of paste is applied, two 
thicknesses of mosquito netting are 
stretched over the board and glued to 
the under side. The net prevents the 
chalk from rubbing off or making the 
tracing too heavy, Miss Marshall points 
out.

to collect this amount. Payments are 
made to the Executive Secretary of 
Teachers Retirement by the school 
board and the 4 per cent is deducted 
from the monthly check of warrant of 
the teacher. The state is to match this 
4 per cent with the same amount. 


"At this time it-is thought that ap- 


propriaion will bemadc by legislation 
in 1939 and that the money will have to 
iomc from the common shhool fund as 
there seems to be no other source from 
which it can ccme. However, it is 
hoped that this will not have to come 
from the common school fund. No re- 
tirement payments or disability will be 
paid before 1939. It is thought that 
payments will be available by that 
time. 


"Disabled teachers may receive an 


annuity based on l'/i per cent of aver- 
age annual salary for ten years preced- 
ing, multiplied by the number of years 
service: annuity to be figured on basis 
of actuarial estimates. Local district 
may supplem|nt up to S600 annually. 
Ten years of service must have been 
in Arkansas, and five years of this 
immediately preceding retirement. 


"Each teacher is to have a separate 


account which determines his annuity. 
Same system of bookkeeping is to be 
used that is used by the Social Secur- 
ity. 


"The retirement funds are secured 


by the clause "invested" in govern- 
ment securities or such securities Tis 
are the general obligations of the state 
cl' Arkansas. To be invested as it is 
collected. This money is deposited by 
teachers as individuals and cannot be 
diverted by any one person or group 
of persons for any reason other than 
teacher retirement. 


"Upon the death of a teacher, his 


accumulated deposits are to be paid

Beware the "Crossing" 


Motor car deaths ot railroad-high- 


way grade crossings were up again last 
year. Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion figures for the first eight months 
of 1935 show an increase of three per- 
cent over 1934, when 1,325 persons died 
and 4,099 were injured. 


Highway signs, warning bells, cross- 


ing gates, watchmen waving "STOP" 
signs, and the screaming of engine 
whistles, all combined, do not seem to 
be enough to stop some motorists. 
Many times they drive pell-mell into 
the sides of trains. 


There is a safe way to pass every 


"crossing." At a single track, if the 
view in both directions is unobstructed, 
£ncl if there is no law requiring a 
full stop, you may approach the rails 
at moderate speed, prepared to stop 
quickly. But if the view in either 
way is partly obscured (as many are), 
stop, look and listen; shift into second 
gear to pass over. 


If ssveral tracks are to be crossed, 


never drive out upon them until you 
are sure the way is clear. Never come 
to any crossing at high speed; breaks 
do not always hold. And it is a good 
plan to shift into second gear before 
you start across any railroad tracks. 
If you kill your engine you may kill 
yourself.
